I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a method of addressing a subsequent failure in a 
telecommunications system having an optical cross connect switch, classified in 
class 359, subclass 110. 

II. Claims 17-23, drawn to a method of restoring a network, classified in class 370, 
subclass 216. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each firom the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct fi-om each other if they are shown to be separately 
usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as in optical communications 
system due to the use of an optical cross-connect switch in the system. Also the invention of 
Group II has separate utility such as in non-optical communications system(note that in invention 
of Group II there is nothing optical). See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 
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4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
